own social theories. Only a wit as nimble as 

Mr. Shaw's could make such plays palatable in 

the closet and actable on the stage, but those 

who read this volume will be forced to own 
that the plays and as well the saucy and para- 
doxical prefaces are delightfully readable. In 

John Bull's Other Island, Mr. Shaw vents the 

most entertaining and paradoxical views touch- 

ing England and Ireland, while in Major Bar- 
bara he takes up the Salvation Army. In How 

He Lied to Her Husband Mr. Shaw includes 

himself and his public in a delicious bit of im- 

pudent fun. His impudence rises to the hight 

of insolence in the Irish play and its preface, 
and the First Aid to Critics, which forms the

N the Memoirs of the Comtesse de Boigne 
I we have an astonishingly frank record of 
French aristocratic society from 1781 to 
1814. The Comtesse de Boigne, partly of 
English blood and married to an Italian, saw 
much of court life in her childhood under Louis 
XVI, was part of the society in London and else- 
where; and was again in Paris during the period 
of the First Empire. She died at a great age 
in 1866, and even now that foity years have 
elapsed, it is necessary to omit a good many 
names and facts from her recollections. Her 
own mother was an object of surprise and al- 


most of contempt in the aristocratic society of 


her time; because she loved her husband and 
eschewed gallant intrigue. The daughter mar- 
ried at sixteen to a husband thrice her age, 
whom she came with excellent reason to hate, 
makes no confessions of any indiscretions that 
may have occurred in her own life. 

These memoirs abound in the most astonish- 


ing stories, many of them scandalous, some of 


them merely amusing, several of historical im- 
portance. Two or three tales of audacious so- 
cial adventurers are among the most remarkable 
things in the book. The wit of men and wo- 
men under the old regime was delightful if of- 
ten sardonic. Indeed a bon mot, says the 
Comtesse, was accepted in many cases as ex- 
cusing the most scandalous conduct. As to the 


emigres, they appear ill in these memoirs, and 





few worse than the members of the royal family. 

On returning to Paris during the early days 
of the First Empire, the Comtesse de Boigne 
knew some of the most distinguished persons 
of the period. She tells much of Madame de 
Stael, nearly as much of Madame Recamier, 
interesting things of Chateaubriand, and astound- 
ing things of the Emperor and the Empress. 
Her own conversation with Napoleon on the 
occasion of a court ball is one of the most sur- 
prising things in the book. The society of the 
Restoration was, the Comtesse found, stupidly 
reactionary and she was surprised and shocked 
that the Bourbons apparently did not know who 
Cuvier was. The astonishing slights put upon 
the Czar by the restored Louis xvii1 seem inex- 
plicable. 

These memoirs have the sound of truth, and 
one need not be a republican to learn from them 
a sort of sickening disgust for aristocracy and 
royalty. The fat and dull Louis xvi standing 
naked to the waist in the presence of his obse- 
quious courtiers and complacently scratching 
his own bare back as he goes to bed, princes- 
ses of the blood becoming the mothers of ille- 
gitimate children, noblemen brutally boasting 
of their conquests, court ladies keenly gambling, 
and others fattening their purses at the expense 
of gullible royalties, these are thing that may 
well tend to the disillusionment of those who 
still retain a belief in the divinity of kings and 
the nobility of the nobly born. The Comtesse 
de Boigne, be it said, never became a true 
courtier, and entertained no illusions as to kings 
or nobles. The record that she has left of the 
astonishing society in which she lived is matvel- 
ously interesting and significant. _ Indeed the 
book is of the most absorbing interest, and of 
great social and historical significance,

Of these lectures the first seven have al- 
most as much interest for the layman as for the 
physician and the whole book ‘is well worth a 
careful reading by all intelligent persons inter- 
ested in unusual mental and physical condi- 
tions. It should be said that the lectures are 
distinguished by the fact that they contain few 
obscure technical terms. They are also ex- 
pressed in unusually clear and simple English, 
which reads like aclose, but idiomatic transla- 
tion of excellent French prose. The theory 
presented is constantly illustrated by cases of 
the most astonishing kind, and the lecturer per- 
mits himself occasional touches of humor, of a 
kind very different, be it said, from such as is 
often heard in the clinical lecture room.

HIGH CROWNS AND TURN-DOWN BRIMS

plumage setting is to cover the hat crown to- 
tally and increase the crown dimensions by this 
means enormously.

NEW COAT MODELS 


Automobile coats present many models for 
urchasers to select from continually, as the 
irment is one that is in demand the year 
through. For autumn wear a few coats have 
ppeared in half inch block checks of dark blue 
ind green. Down the back was a bias seam, 
the shoulders well fitted, while from a few 
nches below that line, the seam flared into an 
sutward spring which gave much roominess be- 
yw the waist, and so on, to the very bottom. 
Stitching is the simple finish on each side of the 
wo-inch bias strap of the cloth, that hides the 
back seam. Stitching also finishes the bottom 
of the sleeves, and that sometimes finishes the 
two open fronts. The lower edge of the coat 
imply hemmed. From five to six buttons, 
iccording to size, are required for the front 
fastening and these are either of metal or cloth. 
For a large and heavy figure, an imposing style 
of coat seen, was of black cloth, having a green 
tripe rather closely set. A single bias box- 
plait was laid in the middle of the back and 
stitched on both sides. From the upper side 
seams of the coat in the back sprang two circu- 
lar sleeves or wings lined with green taffeta, 
corresponding to the inner coat lining. Two 
rows of stitching about an inch from the bot- 
tom of the sleeves gave a firm line of finish to

swer for ornamentation. Covering the sleeve 
seams in the back, but set in front of them on 
the coat fronts, were two bias straps of the 
cloth, fully two inches wide, stitched on both 
sides and turned below the hips backwards, into 
crutch lines, ending in pointed tabs with a but- 


ton upon each. A wide turn-over collar of 
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cloth lined with silk finished the neck and the 
six buttons far front fastening completed the 


whole. 
WINTER MODELS 


While exceedingly fit as this coat is, as de- 
scribed, it was also intended for still colder 
weather because furnished with a pair of long 
cloth silk-lined sleeves finished with a close 
wrist cuff turning over. In heavier cloths the 
model with a bias seam in the back, with cloth 
or fur shoulder cape in addition is to be ex- 
tremely popular because the circular spring of 
the two back pieces makes it so easy and com- 
fortable to wear, giving when driving a roomy 
line about the knees. Closer and Jess flaring 
sections and lines are also in demand for coats 
to suit the tall and slender without encroaching 
upon the width necessary at the bottom. 


EXCEEDING BEAUTY OF ORIENTAL WRAP LINES 


In so far as beauty and grace of line goes 
nothing is more becoming than the Oriental 
model with its Algerian bournous suggestions 
in the back zig-zagging down the skirt, and 
with winged pieces rippling in like manner back 
and front, thus forming the sleeves by exquisite 
drapery.

ENCOURAGING PRESS COMMENT 


To the animal lover, who has worked in their 
behalf and sought for years to develop a senti- 
ment of kindness them there come 
times of great discouragement, but now and 
again there are heartening evidences that a 
more humane sentiment is beginning to pre- 
and that barbarous which 
would once have been passed over without com- 
ment are not infrequently rebuked by the press 
as well as by individuals not especially iden- 
tied with anti-cruelty movements. A _ recent 
nstance of this was occasioned by a deer chase 
indulged in by a captain of an oyster boat, 
who w hen putting out of New Haven, Conn., 
three swimming just off the 
breakwater and immediately gave chase. Ac- 
cording to the Worcester Gazette, the timid 
little fellows were so overcome by terror and so 
weakened by the strain of the unusual exertion 
that they had barely strength to drag their 
wet bodies up and over the slippery rocks, one 
poor creature straining to get away and beating 
the water at so furious a rate that his sharp 
hoof cut into his throat, and he was easily caught. 
Some humane person notified the State game 
authorities of the occurrence, and the buck will 
undoubtedly be given his freedom, but he would 
have gone his way back to the wild places with 
hi companious if the cruel captain of the oyster 
sloop had not neglected his business for no 
other purpose than the savage satisfaction of 
capture. What is gratifying is that the press 
nh some portions of the east, including New 
York, has taken up the incident and presented 
it as a most discreditable act on the part of the

STARVED CATTLE ON THE PLAINS 


Homer Davenport, the cartoonist, continues 
his very effective course of humane education 
in the columns of the Evening Mail, and the 
correspondence brought about by his text and 
his sketches indicate that he is educating his 
public in a knowledge of many varieties of 
cruelty that they had not conception of. Among 
the more widely known forms which he has 
pictured is the suffering of cattle on the plains, 
in winter, the misery that is for the most part 
wholly demanded that 
Congress take cognizance of the matter and 
that means be found to compel heartless owners 
to properly protect their herds or else kill those 
they cannot winter. To deliberately turn out 
whole herds to starve, freeze or make meals 
for coyotes is cruel beyond words to descrite. 

Dr. William T. Stillman, Albany, New Ycrk, 
president of the American Humane Association, 
has carried on campaigns in behalf of the starv- 
ing cattle on the plains for several years, and 
is at the moment needing generous contributions

MUNIFICENT BEQUEST 

The total amount of money realized by the 
National Association of Audubon Societies from 
the estate of Albert Willcox was $332,770.80.

The cleverly developed plot, as it bears upon 
a tale of crime and intrigue, will perhaps mono- 
polize the attention of most readers, but in the 
opinion of many doubtless the strong feature of 
Running Water is its superb descriptions of 
Alpine climbs and scenery. Mr. Mason, him- 
self a member of the Alpine Club, has made 
his three principal characters heroine 
and v.llain—ardent enthusiasts in surmounting 
the dizziest icy heights. The most original 
character in the novel, too, happens to be philo- 
sophic old Michel Revailloud, a veteran Al- 
pine guide. The most thrilling episode in the 
whole book is found in the course of two chap- 
ters near the end and in the vivid description 
of a fearfully dangerous climb undertaken by 
Skinner and his dupe, Hine, from a sinister 
motive on the part of the former. To one who 
has ever felt the lure of the Alps, this episode 
fascinating incidental
